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THERAPEUTIC HINTS. (Continued) 
BY S. J. SMITH, M. D. 


Cannabis Sativa. H. Burning in the urethra before and during 
urination. 

Cantharides. HH. Burning, cutting pain on urinating; dysentery, 
with stools resembling scrapings of the intestines. Cantharides is 
good in cystitis. Cantharidies, Tr. 3i, water, oj., is a good local 
application in erysipelas. 

Capsicum Annuum, HH. Contraction or inflammation of the 
throat, with dark redness and burning, elongation of the uvula. 
Capsicum in half dram dose in delirium tremens, with feeble pulse, 
cold extremities and pallid face; strong decoction used as an enema 
in opium poisoning. 

Cascara Amarga, Syphilis, syphilitic iritis, catarrh. 

Causticum. HH. Scrofulous constitutions; headache with fear of 
falling; eyes weak and tired, can hardly keep them open; paralysis 
of one side of the face; gums swollen and sensitive; Aoarsness or 
loss of voice every morning ; cough with involuntary passage of urine, 

Chamelirium Luteum. HH. (Helonias). Dysmenorrhcea occurring 
in delicate chlorotic women. Sharp, cutting and drawing pains 
passing from the back through the uterus; soreness of mammne and 
Ovaries; menses profuse, dark and bad smelling, causing great 
debility, increased by exertion. 

Chamelirium. Mental depression and irritability, associated with 
chronic disease of the reproductive organs of women. 
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Chaetlmovgra Oil used with friction in rheumatism, sciatica and 
superficial neuralgia; chronic eczema. | 

Chamomilla. H. Great sensibility of pain, making the patient 
cross; children cry, will be guzet only when carried; green watery 
diarrhea, smells like rotten eggs, redness and,heat of one cheek, 
with paleness and coldness of the other; flatulent colic of infants; 
menstrual derangements, with colicky pains and drawing in the 
thighs; hemorrhage after delivery; dark and clotted blood, with 
thirst. 

Chelidonium Majus. H. Fixed pain under the inner and lower 
angle of the right shoulder blade; orbital neuralgia of the right 
side, with profuse lachrymation; stools /ke sheeps dung; gall stones, 
with jaundiced complexion. 

Chimaphilla Umbellata. Relieves irritation of the urinary organs 
in a similar manner to buchu. 

Chinchone Officinalis. H. Debility trom diarrhoea, hemorrhages, 
lucorrhea, etc.; ailments which have a marked periodicity; 
meteorrhagia, with paleness of the face and coldness of the skin; 
pulse imperceptible. 

Chionanthus Virginica. Yellowness of the skin and whites of the 
eyes; pain in the region of the liver; extending to the umbilicus, 
with great prostration and sometimes nausea. ‘“ Specific for jaundice.” 

Chloral Hydrate may be used to cause sleep, if the pulse is soft 
and temperature not above 100”. 


Linuresis of children, grsixtoxt at bed time. Cramps in the 
* stomach and vomiting caused by congestion. chloral, 31, acid 
salicylic, grs. X, sugar of milk, %ss. M. Dose, what will lay ona

severe and protracted chills, and as a solvept for biliary calculi. 

Chloroform, whisky aa §ss, 
starch, 41j, syrups simplex, 3ij, M. Dose, adult, teaspoonful every 
fifteen to forty minutes, in colic and other painful affections; 
children, five to ten drops in milk. 
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Cimicifuga Racemosa. Muscular pains; rheumatism of the uterus; 
uterine pain with tenderness; dysmenorrhoea, with headache; 
aching of the limbs, pain in lumbar or ovarian region, hips, thighs, 
with labor like pains in the uterus, the discharge being dark, chorea. 

Cina. H. Worm complaints of children; picking the nose; 
ravenous appetite, wants to eat at night, abdomen hard and distended; 
colicky pains in abdomen with diarrhoea; extreme ill humor; grinding 
the teeth during sleep; epilepsy at night. 

Cinnamomum, good in hemorrhages, (the oil) rubbed on warts will 
remove them. 


Citrus Limonum. Lemon juice is a good remedy in rheumatism 


when the tongue and mucous membranes are very red, the urine 


being alkaline, 

Cocculus Indicus. H. 3urning in oesophagus, with taste of 
sulphur in the mouth; nausea and faintness in the morning; yellow 
coated tongue, with aversion to food; leucorrhoea between menstrual 
periods; one-sided paralysis; cocculus; dysmenorrhcea, with pain in 
the neck of uterus; menstrual colics; paralysis with rigidity of the 
muscles; paralysis following diphtheria. 

Codea. Relieves the pains of dismenorrhoea and menstruation; 
calms in delirium tremens. 

Coffea. H. Lxcessive sensitiveness; pains seem insupportadle; 
toothache relieved by cold water. 

Colchicum Autumnale. H. Bad effect of night watching; hard 
study; rheumatism; urine dark and scanty; can’t bear the smell of 
cooked food; cedematous swelling; anasarca; colchicum pain; 
sharp, shooting, tearing or dull aching, extending from the back te 
hip and down the limb; relieves painful micturation; gouty affections. 

Collinsonia Canadensis. A feeling as if some foreign body had 
lodged in the rectum; laryngeal inflammation and congestion; sense 
of tickling in the larynx, and cough from talking. 

Colocynthis. H. Violent pain in the abdomen, causing the patient 
to dend double ; diarrhoea, worse after eating or drinking; stools 
frothy, smelling like acid or putrid; dysentery; discharges of mucus 
and blood with tenesmus. 
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Conium Maculatum. H. Vertigo when lying down, and when 
moving the head ever so slightly; apoplexy with paralysis, especially 
in old people; urine intermits in its flow; paralysis of the optic nerve; 
weakness of the sexual powers; insufficient erections; loss of prostatic 
fluid while at stool. 

Conium. Rheumatic or neuralgic complaints of old feeble people; 
cancerous affections internally and externally. 

Convallaria Mayjalis. It may be used to lessen the frequency of 
the pulse when there is impaired capillary circulation; structural 
heart disease with dropsy; asthma, with enfeebled heart. 

Carrallium Rubrum. UH. Spasmodic cough, especially hooping 
cough, when the attacks come on very rapidly and follow each other 
closely; profuse perspiration of the genitalia. 

Coto Bark. Night sweats in consumption. 

Cotton Battin Raw. ‘Take and bake brown and place over the 
breasts will absorb the secretion of milk. 

Creasotum. HH. Uterine hemorrhages consisting of dark blood, 
very offensive lochial discharge, producing excoriations; menses too 
early, and profuse, deafness before and during menstruation; 
leucorrhcea mild, or corrosive, with great weakness of the lower 
extremities, 

Crocus Sativus. HH. Epistaxis where the blood is dark colored 
and stringy, flooding from least motion; blood viscid, stringy, black 
and foetid; dysmenorrhoea with same appearance of the blood. 

Croton Tiglium. HH. Edematous swelling of the eyelids, with 
itching; erysipelas with intense itching of the skin; diarrhoea of 
infants immediately after nursing, with colic, watery stools, coming 
out with a gush; inflamed breasts and sore nipples, with pain 
extending through to the shoulder blade when moving. 

Cuprum Aceticum. HH. Spasmodic affections; whooping cough, 


with spasms; long continued paroxysms of suffocation; cough; 
much rattling of mucus; epilepsy ; violent diarrhoea with cramps in 
the stomach and chest; much flatus with the stool; nausea and 
vomiting of frothy mucus, sometimes green; metalic taste; pulse 
small, soft, almost imperceptible; scarlet fever and measels when 
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the rash suddenly disappears followed by stupor and delirium or 
convulsions. 
Cuprum. A blood maker after exhaustive hemorrhages, chlorosis, 
when the skin presents a dirty greenish color. 
Daphne Indica, Patient has prostatic discharges; a lax and 
pendulous scrotum; despondency and nocturnal emissions. 
Delphinum Staphisagria. Lessens irritation of the testes; prostate 
and vesicula, checking mucous discharges and prostatorrhcea.

the face, jaundice with light-grey or ash colored stools; urine scanty, 


brown; great debility; vertigo with trembling; pulsations of the 
heart, intermits; dropsy from heart disease. 


PHYSIOLOGICAL NOTES ON CHLOROFORMIC 
ANAESTHESIA. (Concluded.) 
BY DR. JNO. J. GAYNOR. 


Chloroform anesthetizes by producing a temporary sclerosis of 
the nerve cells, and by exhibiting the molecular interchanges of 
animal chemistry. Anzsthesia commences at the periphery and 
proceeds toward the animating and co-ordinating centres of animal 
and organic life. Owing, however, to a more liberal nerve supply, 
some portions of the integument are more hyperesthetic than 
others. Thus in surgical operations on the external organs of gen- 
eration, particularly in females, we find that reflex action may be 
excited in the parts, though the remainder of the periphery of the 
trunk be anesthetized. Anzsthesia, in these cases, needs be as 
profound as if we were going to amputate below the elbow or knee 
joint. Confirmed alcoholics are more or less refractory to anesthetics, 
and, in reducing old luxations in these subjects, we are often unable 
to produce complete muscular relaxation by confining ourselves 
within the ordinary limits of surgical anesthesia. This will be 
particularly noticeable if the luxation happens to be of the hip joint. 
One reason why muscular relaxation is so difficult to attain in such 
patients, (by the way, I have not seen this given before,) is, that the 
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cortices of the motor centres have been previously hardened by 


alcohol, consequently, the centres are not so rapidly reached by 


chloroform, 

The antispasmodic properties of chloroform are of signal service 
in poisoning by strychnia or brucia. The tetanic convulsions, 
opisthotonos and fixation of the diaphragm, in these cases, indicate 
an exhalted reflex irritability of the spinal cord. Anzesthesia destroys 
this hyperzsthesia and relaxes the clonic spasm of the respiratory 
muscles—a spasm which produces death by apnoea. Chloral hydrate, 
potassium bromide, calabarbean, and nicotia are usually recom- 
mended as physiological antidotes to strychnia, but chloroform by 
inhalation owing to its rapid action, is our best bower in cases of 
dire emergency. We, of course, advise that tannin be administered 
and the stomach evacuated whenever it is possible, but, the res- 
piratory spasm must be relieved and kept in subjection. 

Inhalations of chloroform have become classical in the treatment 
of puerperal eclampsia. Here we are supposed to find an excess of 
urea in the blood, and many believe that the convulsions of puerperal 
eclampsia are due to the action of the carbamide on the nerve 
centres. Late French w.iters assert that there is no such thing as 
uremia, that what has generally been accepted as urzmia, should 
be called potasszemia, that the potassium salts are present in excess 
in the blood current of uremic patients, and that toxic injections of 
potassium salts in solution will produce what, up to the present time, 
has been known as uremic poisoning. We agree with this last in so 
far as we believe that the convulsions of eclampsia are not due to 
urea acting on the nerve centres. Our idea of the matter is this:— 
In all patients suffering from partial or complete suppression of 
urine, we find an ammoniacal odor evolved from the body, breath 
and excretions; convulsions follow if the suppression is not relieved. 
Further yet, a subcutaneous injection of ammoniacal urine will 
produce convulsions, similar in each particular to those of puerperal 
eclampsia. Urea is isomeric with ammonium cyanate; the change 
from one to the other substance is molecular, only. The touchstone 
to this change has not yet been perfectly cleared up, but the decom- 
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position goes on-and, as a result, we have ammonium carbonate 
formed in the circulation. During pregnancy, the nervous system 
is continually storing up reserve force to carry the patient through 
the period of parturition, and ammonium carbonate by directing 
this latent energy in an improper channel, gives rise to that state of 
exhalted reflex irritability, which we call puerperal eclampsia. 
Chloroform fits in here like a statute in its niche. The anesthetic, 
by irritating the diabetic centre in the medulla oblongata, produces 
artificial glycosuria. Glycosuria, in turn, prevents the further 
decomposition of urea and aids the system to overcome the morbid 
effects of mis-directed animal chemistry. Thus, then, the good 
effects of muscular relaxation are not the only points gained by 
administering chloroform in puerperal eclampsia. 

Since Queen Victoria, while giving birth to Prince Leopold, in 
1853, forced her ‘accoucheurs to give her chloroform, the practice 
has become fashionable, especially in England. It has been urged 
that we thus silence the pains of labor, and, that those pains are 
necessary to the expulsion of the child, consequently we should not 
administer the anzsthetic. One moment’s reflection will show us 
that the terms fazn and uterine contraction are not synonymous. In 
fact, the pains of the first stage of labor are usually referred to the 
lumbar portion of the spinal cord, and ice-bags placed in this region 
will relieve the pain without retarding the labor. Chloroform is 
often administered at this stage, but surgical anesthesia must not 
be produced, our chief object being to relax a rigid os uteri. This 
last accomplished, we must stop right here; if we do not, we will 
produce complete relaxation and invite jost-partem hemorrhage. 
In ordinary surgical cases, hemorrhage is lessened by using chloro- 
form as an anesthetic, but the accoucheur cannot avail himself of 
these coagulating properties. The reason why he cannot do so is 
an anatomical one. The maternal arteries and veins at the placental 


site are not connected by capillaries, but open into and out of large 


Sinuses. Uterine contractions are needed to close. those vessels. 
The pains of the second stage are generally due to forced dilatation 
of the soft parts, and it is at this time that we usually administer the 
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anesthetic. The method should be intermittent, that is, we should 
remove the inhaler as soon as the pain has passed off. A sort of 
numbness of the parts is all we wish to obtain, and this point reached, 
is quite sufficient. 

After the preliminary increase of arterial tension produced by 
chloroform, the circulation becomes slower, the leucocytes oscillate 
and are arrested, first in the capillaries, then in the arterioles and, 
finally, in the larger vessels. This phenomenon occurs independent 
of the number of cardiac pulsations. The.red globules agglomerate 
and form magmae which disappear when the pulsations become 
normal. The blood vessels become constricted in calibre, and 
vascular areas which were well marked when the circulation was 
active, grow paler and are gradually effaced. These coagulating 
and constricting effects recommend chloroform as ¢he anesthetic in 
all operations on the eye. In such cases, we do not want either 
hemorrhage or effusion following an operation on such a delicate 
organ as that of sight. The same coagulating properties have been 
turned to advantage in connection with Esmarch’s bandage in the 
treatment of external aneurisms. Popliteal aneurisms have been 
cured, in this way, in single sessions of fifty minutes. 

The number of deaths which have occurred under chloroform, at 
the first stroke of the surgeon’s knife, leads us to inquire: Is it, or is 
it not better to commence to operate before surgical anzsthesia has 


. been reached? The gravest accidents from chloroform are cardiac 
and respiratory syncope, but each form is brought about by an 
entirely different mechanism. Cardiac syncope is the result of a 
complete reflex act. Through shock to a sensitive nerve-fibre a 


centripetal impression is carried to the rachidian bulb and there 
transformed into a centrifugal current, which on passing down the 
vagus, inhibits the heart in diastole. In producing respiratory 
syncope, the centripetal excitation is carried to the bulb and then 
arrested. The réflex act is not completed. Centripetal excitation 
is not transformed into centrifugal incitation. 

What makes cardiac syncope so grave is, that the heart, already 
too feeble to completely empty its ventricles at each systole, the 
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cardiac ganglia—the excito-motors of the heart—are not in a 
physiological state and, are so thoroughly overpowered by vagus 
inhibition that they fail to respond. To use a sporting phrase in 
this connection: The excito-motors of the heart come up groggy, 
are knocked out by the first pass that produces powerful vagus 
inhibition, and fail to come to time. Now, vagus inhibition may be 
readily produced by faradization of the phrenic nerve, or by an 
electrical shock of any kind (the patient being under chloroform). 
Consequently, in cases of either form of. syncope we should never 
employ the faradic current. Furthermore, a shock or sensitive 
irritation of any centripetel nerve may, when the heart is enfeebled 
by chloroform, produce cardiac syncope, and we should never com- 
mence to operate until surgical aneesthesia has been reached. The 
great majority of deaths, under chloroform, arising from cardiac 
syncope have occurred in the initial stages by trifacial reflex, or the 
surgeon’s haste to commence operating before the patient had been 
anesthetized, Surgical anesthesia may be defined as, loss of con- 
sciousness, complete abolition of sensibility, of voluntary movements 
and of reflex action in the nerves of the life of relation. No surgeon 
should attempt an operation until this point has been attained. As 
a further precaution, we may add that, it is never prudent, in fact, 
is actually hazardous to place a patient in a sitting posture imme- 
diately after his coming out of a chloroformic sleep. 


A READY METHOD OF OBTAINING LOCAL ANAES- 
| THESIA. 


In an article by Dr. Cheize, in the Jour. de Med. et de Chir. 
Pratique, St. Louis Medical and Surgical Journal the author says: 
Among the difficulties which surgeons in this country frequently 
encounter, and must promptly overcome, is the paucity of surgical 
instruments and appliances. The want of a Richardson atomizer I 


had recently to supply in the following manner. 

A young girl presented herself with inverted toe nail and solicited 
an immediate operation 7. ¢. extirpation. I imbibed with ether a 
piece of cotton wadding of the size of five francs, and placed it upon

the big toe, and with a common hand bellows, I blowed on it fora 
few minutes,until complete evaporation had taken place. I saturated 
the cotton wadding a second time, and again manipulated the 
bellows. In less than five minutes, anesthesia was complete. I 
extirpated the ingrown nail, and applied to the matrix the actual 
cautery without the patient experiencing the least pain. I had to 
exhibit the extirpated nail in order to prove to her that the operation 
was performed. This is an anesthetizing apparatus of the greatest 
simplicity, and within reach of anyone. Is it new? I do not know. 
It is certainly very simple. Country practitioners may find it of 
great value. 


THE FOLLOWING INFORMATION, 

‘“‘How to Cure the Cataract, or Pearls in the Eyes,” is taken from 
an old work by William Sermon, Doctor in Physic, published in 
1673. It is entitled “ A Friend to the Sick, or the Honest English- 
man’s Preservation” (Mississippi Med. Monthly): “Take a copper 
bason, which is not tinned, and spread in the bottom thereof a 
sufficient quantity of salt, then a quantity of strawberries, then salt, 
so do till the bason be full; after which cover the bason very close, 
and put it under ground one foot or more deep, for the space of a 
month, then take it forth and distill it, of which precious water drop 
into the eyes morning and evening.” Again: ‘Take good store of 
crickets, which commonly are in bake-houses, &c., bruise them well, 
and strain forth the juice, and drop one drop into the eye thrice a 
day; and though the patient-be as it were blind, he shall be restored.” 
And again: ‘‘ Ear wax put into the eyes is also of excellent use, so 
is the oyl that may be taken forth of the great bone of a gooses 
wing.” Yet again: “The gall of a cock, mixed with the like quantity 
of honey, and the eyes anointed therewith, clears the sight. The 
gall of the hare, and the galls of eles are also very good.” * * * 
Some have found good by wearing the roots of water pepper, seven 
or eight in number, hanged about the neck, which roots must be 
gathered upon St. Bartholomews day before the. sunrise.” * * * 
For noises in the ears: “Syringe the ears with stale urine, or with 
the urine of a young whelp that can hardly go.”

An interesting case of trance in a hysterical woman, in which a 
country practitioner had declared death to have ensued, as a looking- 
glass held tothe mouth did not show any moisture, and melted 
sealing-wax dropped on the skin caused no reflex movements. 
Rosenthal, who was accidentally present, found the skin pale and 
cold, the pupils contracted and insensible to light, the upper and 
lower extremities relaxed, the heart’s impulse and the radial pulse 
imperceptible. _Auscultation, however, showed a feeble, dull, and 
intermittent sound in the cardiac region. No respiratory murmurs 
were audible. All the muscles of the face and extremities responded 
well to the faradic current. Although the patient had been apparently 
dead for thirty-two hours, he thereupon informed the relations that 
it was only atrance, and recommended that attempts at resuscitation 
should be perseveringly followed. On the following day he received 
a telegram to say that the patient awoke spontaneously twelve hours 
afterwards, and. gradually recovered her speech and movements. 
Four months afterwards the patient called upon him, and informed 
him that she knew nothing of the commencement of her attack of 
lethargy; that she had afterwards heard the people about her talk 
of her, but had been utterly unable to give the slightest sign of life. 
Two years afterwards, she was still alive and tolerably well. 
Rosenthal appropriately likens this condition to that of “nightmare,” 
where, in spite of distressing sensations, the dreamer is unable to 
call for help or to make any movement, which might save him from 
some imaginary impending danger.— The Weekly Medical Review. 
VIBURNUM PRUNIFOLIUM IN BLADDER TROUBLES. 
BY FRANK W. BROWN, M. D, LECTURER ON HISTOLOGY AND MICRO- 
SCOPY, DETROIT MEDICAL COLLEGE. 
I should like to call the attention of the profession to what I 


consider the valuable anti-spasmodic and demulcent action of 
viburnum prunifolium in bladder troubles. I was led to employ it 


for that purpose by the fact of its effect on the uterus; as it allays 
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pain and diminishes irritation in that organ, I hoped for an analogous 
action on the bladder. As an example of my success I cite an 
extreme Case: 

About a year ago, an old gentleman, zt. 76, in good health, but 
in the habit of drinking liquor, although never to excess, called me 
early one morning and informed me that he had passed no water 
for the last twenty hours, and was suffering acute pain of a spasmodic 
character. Examination showed bladder distended, a slight 
hypertrophy of the prostate, and, on passing a catheter for his 
relief, a distinct spasm of the sphincter. 

Apparent as seemed to me the diagnosis, yet, in spite of all the 
usual and various treatments, (hot sitz-baths, demulcents, belladonna, 
opium and camphor suppositories, etc.), it was found necessary to 
catheterize twice daily for over two weeks, as hardly a drop of water 
could be passed during that time. From frequent use of the instru- 
ment, although carefully employed, increased irritation was caused, 
the urine becoming bloody, ropy and highly offensive, and the 
patient getting but little rest unless employing frequent baths or 
under the influence of opiates. With this unfavorable outlook, and 
led by the hopes above mentioned, I directed a teaspoonful of the 
fl. ext. viburnum prunifolium to be given every hour, and was pleased 
to learn that after four hours relief was obtained. The water began 
to flow freely, gradually increased in quantity, and, losing its acridity, 
the trouble rapidly subsided. Six months afterwards there was a 
slight return of the difficulty, but it was soon relieved by a resort to 
the viburnum. 

Since the case above noted I have had occasion to employ it 
frequently in irritations of the bladder arising from various causes 
and have found it really valuable. 

In looking over the literature of the drug I find it very sparingly 
mentioned. The Diéspensatory, 1879, says: “ Nothing definite appears 
to be known respecting the mode of action of this plant. Incon- 
genous qualities are assigned to it, such as that it is at once nervine, 
astringent, diuretic and tonic. Dr. J. M. Blackerby, in the Zhera- 
peutic Gazette, Sept., 1882, classes it as anodyne, antispasmodic and 
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tonic; but possessing no narcotic qualities. He also speaks of his 
employing it with good success, in troubles of the bladder and 
urethra, and suggests further trial in that direction. I find it to be 
distinctly antispasmodic, anodyne aud diuretic. It must, however, 
be given in large and repeated doses, a precaution too often neglected, 
and which, I think, has done much to bring the drug into disrepute. 
The stomach is not disturbed by frequent doses; on the contrary 
the appetite is decidedly increased.— The Medical Age.

ON THE FORMATION AND PREVENTION OF BED- 
SORES IN NERVOUS DISEASES.

In the following paper on the formation and prevention of bed- 
sores, I will first refer to some of the views put forth to explain their 
occurrence in connection with diseases or lesions of the nervous 
system. 
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Sir James Paget long ago pointed out that sloughing of com- 
pressed parts is peculiarly rapid and severe when those parts are de- 
prived of nervous force by injury of the spinal cord or otherwise, 
Charcot refers to experiments made on animals where ulceration 
occurred in parts paralyzed by section of their nerves, and quotes 
the observations of Brown Séquard that these ulcers or sores are 
produced by prolonged pressure and the contact of fecal matter 
and decomposing urine to which the parts are exposed. He adds. 
if the parts are carefully and effectually protected from injury, 
lesions whose consequence is the abolition or suspension of the ac- 
tion of the nerves are impotent to produce in distant parts other 
nutritive disturbances than those attributable to prolonged inaction. 
Drs. Bucknill and Hack Tuke say that the formation of bed-sores 
depends on the cessation of nutrition and consequent death of the 
tissues, and the blood contained in them, from obstruction of nervy- 
ous force; and they mention some cases of general paralysis of ex- 
ceptional severity where the thick fleshy cushion of the gluteal and 
lumbar regions was extensively involved in a way that bore a strong 


resemblance to traumatic gangrene. In these cases the slightest 


pressure produced sloughing: the weight of one leg crossed over 
the other in bed, or the weight of the hand or the forearm lying on 
the abdomen. In such cases as these, decomposition had set in 
while the vital functions were still languidly performed. 

As a loss of mere sensation or motion will not of itself produce 
bedsores, it has been suggested that a lesion of the sympathetic and 
vaso-motor system of nerves might explain the rapid formation and 
extension of these much-dreaded sloughs. I may say, in passing, 
that the sympathetic system of nerves has in later years risen into 
importance and prominence. Its functions are not well understood, 
so that we are apt to look on it somewhat in the light in which a 
commander-in-chief Goes a good staff officer whose duties are ill- 
defined, but who is quite ready to be saddled with any odd job tha 
seems to belong to no one else. We know that neuro-paralytic hy- 
perzemia, however far it may go, is never of itself sufficient to cause 
an alteration in the nutrition of tissue. It predisposes to inflamma- 
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tory action, and this is lighted up by causes which would be com- 
paratively trifling in a healthy organism. Charcot expresses in 
strong language the opinion that the formation of acute bedsores 
depends on lesions which determine either in the nerves or nervous 
centres an exaltation of their properties, an irritation or an inflam- 
mation. He says they develop especially in those regions which are 
subject to pressure, to friction, or to prolonged contact with urine; 
but they may also make their appearance apart from these condi- 
tions, although the cases are rare. ‘This view is concurred in by 
Mickle, who says the tissues melt down more rapidly or slough under 
acute trophic disorders of central or spinal origin. 

In the course of this paper I trust to be able to show that bed- 
sores, in nervous diseases, at any rate, except in very rare instances, 
may be entirely avoided. As my experience in the successful pre- 
vention of bedsores has been nearly confined to cases of general 
paralysis, my remarks will chiefly ‘have reference to that disease, 
thouge I hope some useful deduction or wider application may be 
drawn. In general paralysis bedsores were formerly of common 
occurrence; indeed, towards the closing scenes, they were nearly the 
rule, their appearance was looked on as inevitable and a matter of 
course, hardly calling for observation or record. Some very dread- 
ful pictures are drawn by various authors of their character and ex- 
tent, as well as the septic poisoning that followed, till the patient be- 
came a mass of sloughs, a foul and offensive object to all about him. 
Happily, in later years a great improvement in this respect has been 
effected by all who have had the care of such cases, till a bedsore 
is now the exception in patients dying of general paralysis. ‘Those 
who have seen much of this disease know well how profoundly the 
vital powers are lowered towards the end of a long case. Though 
healing may, and often does, rapidly occur in the less advanced 
stages, yet when the last stage is reached, how slight is the hope 


that a bedsore willever heal. I mean in that condition where the patient 


lies helpless, speechless, paralyzed in every limb, just able to swallow 
the food placed in his mouth, apparently insensible to all around him 


and quite unconscious of the performance of the natural functions.

There is little or no response to any stimulus; with a lowered tem- 
perature the circulation creeps sluggishly on, having barely strength 
to reach the more distant parts of the body, so that if at any point it 
meets with the most trifling obstacle it simply stops. There is, then, 
as Bucknill and Tuke express it, a “cessation of nutrition, and the 
consequent death of the tissues and the blood contained in them.” 
In this condition bedsores are very apt to form unless the greatest 
care is observed. But there is another phase of the disease in which 
bedsores occur with readiness, where all our skill and attention will 
be fully taxed to prevent their formation—namely, during thos, 
nerve-storms in general paralysis, often recurring and of varying in- 
tensity and duration, which arise in connection with the epileptic fits 
so common in this disease. Here everything is the reverse of the 
foregoing dull picture of inert life, failing powers, low temperature 
and languid circulation. There is, on the contrary, an exalted con- 
dition of everything, except to external impressions. There are high 
temperature, rapid pulse and frequent convulsions, combined with 
profound insensibility, lasting, it may be, for days. The difference 
between these two states has been often pointed out, and is very 
marked; and each of them has a bedsore with a distinctive charac- 
ter. In one the sloughs are slow in formation, have little or no in- 
flammation, appearing after prolonged pressure, as if the result of 
functional inaction alone. In the other the lesions are rapid in 
formation, and are ushered in by the appearance of blisters or signs of 
irritation or inflammation. One consists of passive lesions; the 
other of trophic disorders. In each of these varieties there is some- 
thing more than mere trophic change, as these sloughs only occur 
where pressure is added, and not, as in necrosis or ulceration of the 
cornea, following some injuries or diseases of the trifacial nerve. 
For the prevention of these lesions I have nothing new or start- 
ling to introduce. I will only plead for a more careful application 
of those general principles which guide us in the treatment of other 
affections, modifying and adapting them to the special requirements 
of the condition before us. In the first rank may be placed careful 
feeding, cleanliness, diffusion of pressure, and the maintenance of 
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an equable temperature in the extremities by the application of arti- 
ficial heat where necessary. By careful feeding I mean a liberal 
mixed animal and vegetable diet of an ordinary character. So long 
as a patient is able to masticate, and can safely swallow his usual 
food, it is best for him to do so, for the digestive functions seem to 
last after all else isa ruin. When the paralysis has advanced too 
far to allow solid food to be given with safety, a liquid or semi-solid 
dietary must be substituted. But it must not consist too exclusively 
of an animal diet, there must still be the due proportion of vege- 
table matter and vegetable juices. Such can be easily and pleasantly 
given in soup, which should ever form part of the diet of a general 
paralytic. 


In most of the books to which I have had access it is assumed 
that it is quite impossible to keep general paralytics clean and sweet. 
In my experience this is not so, but careful feeding is necessary as 
well as the most scrupulous and constant cleanliness to preserve a 
healthy skin. Probably a diet such as I have referred to may do its 
share towards keeping the skin sweet. We are all familiar with the 
disagreeable effect of an excessive animal diet on the skin of a dog. 


Perhaps our anxiety to sustain the vital powers and the view that a 
general paralytic in his last stage requires a generous diet with a 
liberal supply of port wine, may lead at times to the exhibition of a 
diet too purely animal, and in some measure account for the skin 
becoming dull, dirty and greasy, despite ablution. 

I have made little reference to the use of alcohol in the diet of a 
general paralytic, because I have a decided opinion that it can sel- 
dom be a desirable addition to the diet of a patient laboring under 
such a disease. It is suggested by some writers that chloral, so often 
useful in this disease, has a depressing effect, and that it is well to 
give alcohol in some form or other to obviate that result. But care- 
ful observations have shown that the pulse, as estimated by the 
finger, is not lowered by a moderate dose of chloral. The omission 
of alcohol in every form from the diet and medicine of patients suf- 
fering from general paralysis has been attended with no ill result. 
The experience gained at this hospital agrees with the observations 
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of those writers who have recently stated that as the consumption of 
alcohol was reduced, the necessity for chloral greatly diminished, so 
that now in many hospitals the administration of chloral or other se- 
dative is quite exceptional in cases of general paralysis. 

I will naw discuss the question of cleanliness, and how it may be 
most effectually attained. A high authority, referring to general 
paralysis, says, “ They must not be allowed to lie in bed; they must 
be taken out of bed and thoroughly washed, for in the advanced 
stages it is difficult to keep them dry, and must sit day“by day in an 
easy chair. If allowed to lie in bed, they very soon contract bed- 
sores.” My own experience differs much from this. In the para- 
lyzed and absolutely helpless condition of a patient such as I have 
sketched when discussing passive bedsores, a mere inert living 
object, it would hardly be possible to keep him in any form of easy 
chair. . Even did we succeed daily in dressing him and placing him 
in a chair, he would frequently be wet and dirty, for these patients 
follow no rule when the helpless stage is reached, and no attention 
is paid to the action of the bladder and bowels. __ Besides, the pres- 
sure caused by mere body weight in the most easy of chairs for three 
hours would be sufficient to cause a cessation of nutrition, and con- 
sequent death of the tissue on which the pressure fell. Its feeble 
life would be crushed out. A patient in sucha condition is, in my 
opinion, best in bed, for only there can absolute cleanliness be 
observed. The patient must frequently be placed in a warm bath, 
gently washed, and carefully dried by the pressure of the towel, not 
rubbed, as the vitality is too low for that. There must be no hesi- 
tation about changing the patient when merely wet, as urine in 
contact with the skin acts like an escharotic, destroying its vitality 
like a blight. If the paralysis is far advaneed and the patient. help- 
less, he must be placed on a water-bed on which several layers of 
blankets and sheets have been laid, and in addition to this, especially 
during the periods of nervous exaltation and insensibility, his feet, 
ankles, knees, trochanters, sacral spines and ears, etc.—in fact, 
wherever there is pressure—must be protected by cotton-wool 
padding, so as to diffuse the pressure as much as possible. But in 
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the lowered vitality and nearly stagnant circulation, or whilst the 
nerve-storm and epileptic condition lasts, this is not enough. Even 
with all these precautions a bedsore will form wherever pressure 
occurs, unless the patient be frequently moved, turned from side to 
side, or the point of pressure varied, ‘n severe cases every hour by 
day, and every three hours by night, if the patient sleeps. The 
frequency with which the position is varied must be judged in each 
case. Special care in padding and frequent change of position are 
called for during epileptiform and apoplectic seizures, and for some 
days after their cessation. 


The extremities must be examined from time to time and their 


temperature sustained, if necessary, by the application of warmed 
flannel or hot-water bags, carefully guarded. Hot-water bags, not 
bottles, must be used; the former act as padding and diffuse pres- 
sure, while the bottles, being hard and resisting, would soon produce 
the sore we dread so much. 

I have made no reference to local astringents or other preventive 
measures beyond cleanliness and padding. Every medical man has 
his own favorite application. Most of these are good of their kind, 
so long as they do not divert our attention from the more general 
measures necessary, and conceal from view the actual condition of 
the skin till, perhaps, irreparable mischief has been done. Such, 
then, is the means by which ‘the formation of bedsores has been 
successfully avoided. Under gradually improved nursing and care- 
ful dieting, bedsores became more and more rare, till they finally 
disa; peared, I hope for ever, from the Royal Naval Hospital, Great 
Yarmouth. For a period of over four years, under various medical 
officers, there has been an entire freedom from these distressing 
complications, though there is a larger proportion of general paraly- 
tics here than in any other hospital in the United Kingdom. Some 
of these cases have been in a helpless, speechless condition, para- 
lyzed in every limb and confined to bed for four or five years, yet 
there is not an abrasion on their skins, and they are free from all 
unpleasant odor, and have not become “dull, dirty and greasy 
despite ablution.”” Such success can only be attained by the hearty 
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and intelligent co-operation of a staff of good nurses and attendants 
on the sick, who take a pride in their work and in the state of their 
patients. We are so fortunate as to have secured such co-operation 
in this hospital. It is always a pleasure to go into the wards and 
see the care and kindness so heartily bestowed on these most helpless 
and miserable cases. Should even a spot of redness appear on any 
prominent part the attendant is full of anxious thought and busy 
with little contrivances for the removal or diffusion of pressure, 
equally ready to carry out instructions or make suggestions such as 
a ward experience soon teaches any nurse worth having. For the 
prevention of bedsores a good nurse, with the faculty for taking 
trouble largely developed, is, above all things, necessary. 

I will not be so dogmatic as to say that bedsores are always, and 
under every circumstance preventable. I can easily believe in such 
a profound trophic change or degeneration of the tissues, such a 
depressed vitality with molecular death before the heart and lungs 
cease to act, as indicated by a cadaveric smell days before, life at 
last, flickers out, that, do what we will, the epidermis becomes 
abraded, and the discolored, inelastic and already decomposing skin 
yields and breaks down before every touch. I have never seen a 
case like this, but I think I have several times seen a condition not 
far removed from it in the last twenty-four hours of the life of some 
of our general paralytics.—LZondon Lancet. 


ANTE-NATAL MURDER. 
In my daily rounds as physician I see grown young men and 
women in the full enjoyment of life whose mothers appealed to me 
to destroy them in utero. Oh horrors! what if I had done it, and 


robbed them of all tiie experiences of this world? Let every physician 
and mother in the land, and in the world, understand the enormity 


of this crime and realize its consequences. A growing evil that has 
assumed gigantic proportions, is the frequency of ante-natal murder, 
often out of wedlock, and quite as often in. Do physicians and 
mothers realize and know that there is no time after conception when 
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there is not life and another soul existent, that shall live on and on 
through the eternal ages? Do physicians and mothers realize and 
know that they must meet face to face in spirit life all these ante- 
natal murdered children, and that they will raise up in judgment 
against them? Do they, know that they will then feel like calling 
on the mountains and rocks to fall on them and hide them from the 
objects of their iniquity? Do they know that remorse of conscience 
will cling to them, and that they will be self-branded as Cain was 
of old—a murderer? Do physicians and mothers know, that as far 
as responsibility goes, they might as well take a hatchet and brain 
the prattling darling of two or three summers as to strangle a soul 
in uterine life? ‘Then let the physician and mother remember that 
at conception the decree has gone forth that an immortal soul is born 
for eternity, and that they should not stain their hands in human 
blood.—Cornelia, Mo.—J. M.Warpb, M. D.—TZhe Medical Bricf. 


IMPORTANCE OF PHYSIOLOGICAL KNOWLEDGE IN 
THE TREATMENT OF DISEASE. 

Resumé by M. K. Macdonald, of a lecture delivered at the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, Buffalo, N. Y., by John D. Bonnar, M. 
D., C. M., Professor of Surgery and Chemistry. 

LADIES AND GENTLEMEN:—Y0Ou are aware how all-important it is 
for an engineer to understand the structure of the machinery and 
the power which keeps its parts in free and regular motion. He 
must know the kind of fuel needful, the particular oils required for 
the bearings, also the inter-dependence of one part of the machinery 
upon another, and the entire mechanism upon the central motive 
power. Then, if any of the bearings gets dry, wheel crack, cogg 
break, or a shaft bend, he can intelligently locate and rectify the 
trouble. 


Now, as a knowledge of, the workings of this inanimate structure 


is indispensable to mend these errors, so also is a knowledge of the 


workings of the animate mechanism of the human body. 
Physiology, on the one hand, teaches us the natural and healthful 
condition of the body. Pathology, on the other, treats of the 
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unnatural diseased condition, and, before we can_ intelligently 
discern a pathological state we must first know what the physiological 
or natural state should be, then we will vow as the patient 
himself will fee7 when a free and healthful condition returns. If we 
would detect a trouble in the chest, we must first know what organs 
are located there, and what the functions of these organs are in 
health, knowing which,we can the more easily detect,locate and define 
any diseased condition, which may, at the time exist. Then rationally 
apply our medical and therapeutical knowledge to restore the 
wanted condition. In like manner if any other organ or part of the 
economy is deranged we must direct our efforts to correct the 
trouble, and restore physiological or natural action in the part affected. 
Thus we see the great bearing which such knowledge has upon the 
removing of disease, how we should know the relations which 
one organ bears to another and to the body, and how the peace of 
the latter depends upon the harmonious workings of all its parts. In 
such a manner we might look at the workings of any of the organs 
or parts of the body in health, and following each through the 
intricacies of their respective duties we arrive at a complete under- 
standing of their natural physiological conditions. ‘Then with a 
knowledge of the effects of medicines on the organs, or parts, in 
their normal condition, (Physiological action) we can very reason- 
ably and effectually apply the remedy to combat or neutralize the 
disease whatever its name may be, follow the motto of Dr. Cullen, 
““Obviate the tendency to death,” by restoring the morbid or 
diseased conditions to their natural or physiological state, with 
such medicines and remedies as are indicated. 


THE ADMINISTRATION OF SANTONIN. 
In an extended communication to the Berlin Medical Society 


upon the effects of santonin, Lewin considers some of the symp- 
toms of the absorption of the drug and the changes it undergoes in 


the circulation, and also the manner of its absorption from the 


alimentary tract. Santonin is insoluble in water and in weak acids, 
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but is soluble in the gastric juice: asa result, the drug, instead 
passing into the intestine to destroy the parasites by direct contact, 
is absorbed into the blood, where it is likely to cause constitutional 


disturbances. An oleaginous solution of santonin, however, passes 


® . “- 
through the stomach unchanged, and exerts its effect upon the 


intestinal worms. ‘The author therefore condemns the ordinary 
mode of administration, and recommends oil as a vehicle. In 
adults it may be given in a capsule; to children it is simply given 
in a dessert-spoonful of castor-oil. In the treatment of oxyuris, a 
solution of santonin in oil rapidly destroys the worms when injected 
into the rectum.—JZedical Times. 


NOTES FROM PROF. J. A. MCDONELL’S LECTURES 


AT THE COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS, BUFFALO, N 


ACTION OF MEDICINES ON THE HEART AND BLOOD VESSELS. 


The materials at our disposal may be divided into three groups. 
Remedies which act principally on the heart. 
Medicines which act chiefly on the blood vessels. 
rugs which act on the entire circulatory apparatus in such a 
manner as to exclude precise distinction as to whether the heart or 
blood vessels are most affected. 

A remedy may act on the heart (a) directly, (4) indirectly by 
directly stimulating the cardiac centre in the medulla oblongata, and 
(c) reflexly by a complete reflex circle through the same centre. 

The direct action of a remedy on the heart may be due to its 
action On (a) the cardiac muscle, on (4) the intra-cardiac ganglia, « 
(c) on both at once. 

First action (z) (@).—The energy of contraction is augmented, 
the number of pulsations remaining constant or diminishing. An 
increase in dose is often followed by peristaltism. Finally, the 
heart is arrested in systole. Under the head of this action we may 
arrange what, in the strict sense of the word, are called heart 


poisons; the glucosides of digitalis, nerium oleander, scilla, autiariue, 
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poisonous tanghinia, strophantus hispidus, theretia ahoudi and 
nerifolia, the veratrum group, salts of barium, physostigma, camphor 
and guanidine. (The last three, however, do not arrest the heart 
in systole). These substances appear to affect the automatic ganglia 
less than the cardiac muscle and to produce contractions of the 
heart from base to apex (peristaltism) by changing muscular 
polarization. , 

Second action (z) (@).—Diminution of contractile energy and 
enfeeblement of the cardiac muscle. Finally, cardiac paralysis with 
arrest in diastole. Under this head are ranged the salts of copper 
and zinc, tartarized antimony and apomorphia. 

Action (6 z)—Here we have excitation of the intra cardiac 
automatic sympathetic ganglia manifested by an augmentation of 
the force and frequency of contractions. An increase in dose 
produces contrary effects: the pulse falls, becomes feeble, the heart 
is arrested in diastole, the cardiac muscle mxarcotized, and the 
automatic centres paralyzed. The medicines which produce such 
results are alcohol, cyanogen, chloral hydrate, ether, chloroform 
and anesthetics in general. Perhaps we might also add the salts of 
potash and oxalic acid. 

Vagus stimulation (4 z).—If the inhibitory intra-cardiac ganglia 
be excited the heart is arrested in diastole. Muscarin, pilocarpine, 
and nicotine may be placed in this list. Vagus stimulation may be 
neutralized by the vagi-paralyzers—atropine, curavine, methyl- 
strychnine, conium, etc., and vice versa. 

Action (¢ z).—Here we have simultaneous action on the cardiac 
muscle, and intra-cardiac ganglia. With or without primordial 
acceleration there follows retardation of the heart, peristaltism, and 
diastolic arrest with paralysis. Here we group a number of the 
alkaloids—aconitin, delphinine, and to a certain extent, nicotine 
and phosphorus. 

Action (4).—The action here is what we have called zudirect and 
arises through stimulation of the centres of origin of the cardiac 
nerves. This stimulation causes vagus inhibition and we need 


scarcely say, diastolic arrest. Hydrocyanic acid, nitrite of amyl, 
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. 
nitro-glycerine, and oxide of carbon appear to act primarily in this 
way. There is another question, however, which has not been 
resolved, viz: What medicines are capable of exciting or paralyzing 
the accelerator nerve centres? An experimental solution is difficult 
to attain, but we think that the central stimulation of those 
accelerators is the immediate cause of the excitation of the pulse 
produced by nitro-glycerine, nitrite of amyl, picrotoxine and 
cicotoxine. 

Action (¢).—This action is completely reflex, inhibitory if the 
centrifugal impulse follow the vagus accelerator if on the sympa- 
thetic. Vagus inhibition may be produced by irritation of the 
terminal fibres of the trigemini, by inhalation of gases, administration 
of impure chloroform, and through irritation of the gastro-intestinal 
mucous membranes by corrosive substances. Up to the present 
time, however, we know nothing of medicinal stimulents for 
accelerator reflex. 

Medicines may act on the blood vessels directly, indirectly or 
reflexly. As remedies which directly affect the muscular walls of 
the blood vessels we may mension vegetable and mineral astringents. 
Among those which act indirectly and raise arterial tension by 
stimulating the vaso-motor centres, the stimuli being carried on 
vaso-constrictor nerves to the blood vessels, we place the salts of 
ammonium, barium and potassium, and such alkoloids as strychnia, 
picrotoxin, cicotoxin, delphinin and cafein. There is another group 
which equally stimulates the vaso-motor centres,but which lowers ar- 
terial tension, because the stimuli is carried to the vessels on vaso- 
dilator nerves. Here nitrite of amyl, nitro-glycerine, arsenious acid 
and the salts of gold and platinum find their spheres. We have yet 
another class which acts indirectly by narcotizing the vaso-motor 
centres, thus lowering arterial through the absence of vaso-motor 
impulse. -In this category are found the greater number of 
anesthetics, alcohol, hydrocyanic acid, aconitin, etc. 

Under the head of remedies which act on the blood vessels by 
means of a reflex circle through the vaso-motor centres we may 


place rubefacients, epispastics, and certain purgatives. The primor- 
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dial irritation caused by this class produces first a*contraction, and 
second, a dilatation of the vessels in the affected part. 

The remaining class of remedies is gathered under the third head 
of our original division.

SARCOMA OF THE SKIN CURED BY ARSENIC. 

Kébner reports a case of generalized sarcoma of the skin cured 
by hypodermic injections of Fowler’s solution. This favorable 
result had continued unaltered nine months after the cessation of 
the treatment. Altogether the amount of the solution of the 
potassium arsenite used was 20.75 c. c. (equivalent to ‘0.23 gm. of 
arsenious acid). The remedy used for the injections was at first 
diluted with two parts of water, afterwards with only one; from two 
and a quarter to nine drops of Fowler’s solution were used daily. 
The fluid was usually injected into the muscles, and principally in 
the gluteal region. The sarcomatous growths began to dwindle 
away, showing at first a sinking in of the centre; and coincident 
with this, some enlarged lymphatic glands which had become 
prominent, and the swollen liver and spleen progressively diminished 
_ until they resumed their normal size. ‘The tumors, which at first 
were of a dark red, became pale, and some of them at the close of 
the observation had entirely disappeared.—ZSerlin. Klin. Wochen- 
schrift, No. 3. 


ON AFFECTIONS OF MUCOUS MEMBRANES IN LICHEN 
RUBER VEL PLANUS. 


In a series of cases of lichen planus, studied by Crocker (Monats- 
heft fiir prak. Dermatologie), were found white streaks and spots on 
the tongue, and also on the inside of the cheeks. They were 
scarcely above the level of the surface, and gave no pain or annoy- 
ance. No parasite was discovered. These spots and streaks are 
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believed to be of diagnostic value, as they sometimes precede the 
skin-eruption by several weeks, and may remain after it has 
disappeared.—Centralblatt fiir Chirurgic, No. 5. 


TREATMENT OF DYSENTERY. 

From experience with the dysentery of the soldiers returning 
from the expedition to Egypt, Dr. Rawle recommends highly the 
following method. Give a simple enema at a temperature of about 
ge®, and as soon as it has been discharged give one containing 
sulphate of quinia (gr. x), tincture of camphor (f3 iv), in barley- 
water ( 3 ij), which is to be retained.—La France Medicale. 


COMMUNICABILITY OF LEPROSY. 
Kébner failed to cause the development of lepra by inoculation, 
or even by transplantation of tissue, in a number of experiments 


upon lower animals.— Virchow's Archiv. 88.—Medtcal Times. 


THE PRAYER CURE. 

There can be no doubt that diseases of a certain class are occa- 
sionally cured by mental impressions in the form of prayer or 
otherwise. Affections of the nervous system are almost the only 
disturbances which yield to these forms of treatment. Chronic 
paralysis performs a conspicuous part in such phenomenal cures. 
An organic lesion, a blood clot or the like, first establishes the 
paralysis by pressure on the nerve roots. Absorption or accommoda- 
tion to the pressure removes the cause, leaving the effect which is 
perpetuated by habit. ‘There is needed here some powerful impulse, 
physical or moral, to start the machinery, so to speak, or to 
re-establish the normal flow of nerve force. Electricity will often 
do this, and so will fright, or accident, or imagination, or prayer— 
anything that produces a powerful impression on the nerve centres. 


Everybody knows of the paralytic patient of Dr. Beddoes, who was 
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cured by daily applications of the thermometer under his tongue, 
A case is now on its circuit through the newspapers, representing 
that a paralyzed man, unable to walk, had his powers restored 
through daily prayer in concert with a friend residing at a distance, 
We hava no objection whatever to the use of prayer as a remedial 
agent. On the contrary, we do not doubt that it will occasionally 
cure an old paralytic. Perhaps it will have the best effect on 
patients not accustomed to it. There are some men on whom the 
effect of the combined materia medica would not be so novel or 
extraordinary as prayer.—Pacific Medical and Surgical Journal. + 


EUCALYPTUS. 

This drug has been found by Mosler to have a marked effect in 
reducing the volume of the spleen. He found by accurate measure- 
ments that under the use of the extract of eucalyptus leaves the 
spleen decreased in all its dimensions. These experiments were 
performed on dogs, and would seem to indicate that preparations 


of eucalyptus are likely to be of value in the treatment of ague cake.
